SOME IMPROVEMENT EXPECTED IF
MINERS RETURN "TO WORK.

Iron and Woolen Mills Are Doing
Nothing Comparatively and Gen-
eral Business in a Deep Rut.

NEW YORK, June 15,—-R. G. Dun &
Co.'s weekly review of trade says: The
strike of bituminous coal miners will end
Monday wherever the authority and ad-
vice of thelr general organization can end
it, and there is little room to doubt that

the coal famine will begin to abate. Some

time must elapsie before supplies of fuel
will enable all works to resume that have

no other reason for suspending production.
The actual output of pig iron weekly June

1 was only 62,517 tons long, against 126,732
tons April 1, and 174029 tons a year ago,
but the reduction of 248,552 tons in unsold
stocks indicates that a quantity nearly
double the output has been taken for con-

sumption. Many boot and shoe shops have
stopped, but shipments from the East are
10 per cent. larger for June thus far than
last year. The demand is mainly confined
to low-priced goods, and has recently been
more narrow for women's shoes. Woolen
mills are closing rapidly. It is asserted that

scarcely any have orders to occupy them
beyond July 1 in men's wear, but In the
demand for dress goods a somewhat better
tone is percelved. Sales of wool in two
weeks have been 5,626,538 pounds, agalinst
3,627,176 last year and 11,620,100 in 1892. The
New York and Philadelphia markets are
dull, and at Boston a slight decline is seen
in prices, with a large sale of Territory
wool at 13c¢, scoured. Western holders ap-

pear to be expecting higher prices than
can at present be realized In Eastern mar-

kets. Further concessions have not en-
larged the demand for cotton goods, and
the recent report that production has been
close to last year’'s Is sald to be based on
returns from only the more fortunate mills,
That goods are accumulating is evident, but
sales have been distinetly improved with
the weather.

Wheat is only a fraction higher, the ex-
ports and ordinary consumption for the
yvear having already exceeded he govern-
ment estimate of last year's ciop by 124,-
000,000 bushels. Western receipts for the
week have been 1,474,404 bushels, against

2,101,974 last year and Atlantic exports only
Nﬂwb bushels, against 2,2.,08 last vear.
Cotton has yielded a fraction, and the re-

rt of acreage by the Financial Chron-

cle Indicates an increase of 2.06 per cent.,
with prospects decidedly more tavorable
than a year ago.

While business Is narrow, it is compara-
tively free from losses by failure, for the
liabilities reported in fallures for the first
week of June were only 32,607,228, of which
$476,118 were of manufacturing and 3$1,872,-
281 of trading concerns. The aggregate li-
abilities thus far reported in fallures in
May were but $13,514,780, of which $5,146,025
were of manufacturing an .« $56,912,302 of trad-
ing concerns. The number of fallures this
week has been 232 in the United BStates,
against 313 last year, and 4 in Canada,
against 34 last year.

Some Figures from Bradstreet.
NEW YORK, June 15.—Bradstreet’s re-
view of the state of trade to-morrow will
say: An examination of recent statistics
regarding available supplies of wheat in
the United States in this and preceding
years point to the probability of the United
States having at least 140,000,000 bushels

of wheat available for export for the year
ending July *, 188, compared with about

168,000,000 bushels exported In the preceding
twelve months; 186,000,000 bushels In 1892
and 225,000,000 bushels in 188l. Exports of
wheat, flour included, both coasts, United

States and Canada, amount to 2,254,000 bu
this week, agalnst 2742000 bushels last
week, 3,834000 busghels in the second week
of June last year, 3,336,000 bushels ig 1892
and 2,868 000 bushels in 1891. Of more im-
portant Eastern cities the only one noting
an improvement is Pittsburg, where sales
have been stimulated by warmer weather.
At Phlladelphia the textile industries re-
port a sluggish demand, although sales of
glass are in falr volume and anthracite
coal sells for a little more. Baltimore mer-
chants report extreme conservatism on the
part of both buyers and sellers and trade
very dull. In the South there are five citles
at which merchants are said to have en-
joyed some Improvement in business,
Jacksonville declares collections are better
and at New Orleans and Memphis demand
for staples good; Increase in groceries and
dry goods. Nashville regards the outlook
for fall Improved, but admits rain is need-
ed. At the manufacturing centers, Atlanta
and Aug’uam. mills are reported falrly act-
ive. Needed rains in Southern Texas are
sald to have stimulated demand for joblgrs
at many pointa, West and Northwest few,
if any, evidences of Improvement in busi-
nesg are to be perceived, except those tel-
egraphed from Omaha. Chicago and De-
troit. Activity at the Nebraska metropolis
is showing it=elf in Increased demand for
money. Recent advices are that the wheat
and oats crop in that State will be small,
but heavy for corn. Chicago shipments in
seasonable llnes report an average trade
for the middle of June, due to renewed
ordertnq for fall delivery by country mer-
chants in districts not affected by the coal
strikes, a report which is in sharp con-
trast to that from St. Louls, which, for
weeks, has reported quite favorable feat-
ures. Business at Detroit has been helped
by better weather, and at Loulsville drugs
are more active and the manufacturing of
jeans is holding its own. There is no im-
provement from the depression, dullness
characterizing general trade at Cleveland,
Cincinnati, Milwaukee and St. Paul. At
Portland, Ore., floods are subsiding and
goods are being moved. In the wvalleys
small fruit crops will be lost, owing to
lack of transportation. Trade at San
Francisco Is only fair, the wheat export
business being at a standstill

It is time
he had a reputation for something besides
being a corporation lawyer.
